Walter P. Murphy who has managed 
the Cape Playhouse for the last four 
years attended Maurice Brown’s School 
of the Theatre of The Golden Bough 
which is a triumph of billing in itself. 
He has managed the Players’ Guild The- 
atre in San Francisco and played in 
stock with Edward Everett Horton and 
Stuart Erwin in.Los Angeles. 

Elsie Nichols,*the Playhouse box-office 
treasurer started in the theatre as a 
child actress with Sir Herbert .Tree in 
London, England, and came to this coun- 
try with Tree to play with him in Hénry 
VIII. During the’ war she saw service as 
a nurse. “Returning... after’ .the war 
to this country she tried a_ business 
career and found that she could not be 
happy away from the theatre. So in 1924 
she returned to the theatre as treasurer 
for the Guild when it was at the old 
Garrick Theatre and has’ been with 
them ever since.

lachrimose actors.

THE CAPE PLAYHOUSE 


WHO’S WHO ON THE STAGE | 


MARGALO GILLMORE comes of one 
of the most distinguished acting famil- 
ies in the theatre. Her father Frank 
Gillmore is the president of Actors’ 
Equity Association, and his family goes 
back several generations in the theatre. 
Miss Gillmore was last seen on Broadway 
in “Mary of Scotland” in the role origi- 
nated by Helen Hayes. Last winter she 
played the leading role in ‘“‘The Dark 
Tower.” Included in the list of import- 
ant productions she has appeared in are: 
“Barretts of Wimpole Street,’ “Berkley 
Square,” “The Second Man,” “Marco 
Millions,” “The Silver Cord” and “Ned

ROLLO PETERS started his. stage 
career by acting as technical director 
for the Washington Square Players in 
1918. He became the first general direc- 
tor for the Theatre Guild and held that 
position through the year 1919.

“Innocence.” He has appeared in num- 
-erous stock productions and in addition 
to having made his mark as an actor he 
has designed and directed several im- 
portant productions. 


RUTH HAMMOND will be remember- 
ed for her work here last season in the 
leading role of “The Late Christopher 
Bean.” Her New York productions in- 
clude “The Good Fairy’ with Helen 
Hayes, ‘“Saturday’s Children,’ “Poor 
Nut,” and “Karl and Anna” for the 
Guild.
